Neither the 
cigarette nor the malt stamps appear on this list, but 
we are advised by Mr. C. A. Reed of Columbus that 
the cigarette stamps remain substantially as originally is- 
sued on Sept. 1, 1931, except the 5c which is of the re- 
engraved type mentioned in our last column, but which 
will all be superseded July 15 by stamps of the decal- 
mania type. I give the “CODE NUMBERS” as this 
seems to be the way the various items are identified by 
the state. Missing numbers evidently represent varie- 
ties no longer current.

PoTATO STAMPS 


his proposed sale of the Tax Ex- 
empt Potato stamps has been canceled 
until new methods are worked out 
for their disposal. Collectors, at least 
locally, are against their sale under 
anv circumstances for if the Treasury 
Department secured a handsome 
profit for these stamps, or labels as 
manv call them, the Department 
might feel it would be good business 
to sell other demonetized tax stamps 
of which they have plenty. What 
would this do to the stamps already 
in the hands of collectors for which 
they paid good money? Locally the 
collectors intend to carry on their 
protests until the stamps are de- 
stroved. ‘The official release reads in 
part as follows:

“The tax exempt potato stamps 
represent an issue entirely distinct 
trom the tax paid potato stamps. As 
the result of requests from collectors 
the tax paid potato stamps were of- 
fered for sale to collectors, at face 
value, for a limited period, by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. At the 
end of the period the unsold tax paid 
stamps were DESTROYED. 

“Under the law governing the dis- 
posal of surplus property the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture turned over to 
the Procurement Division of the 
‘Treasury Department the unused tax 
exempt stamps. The Procurement 
Division, in asking sealed bids, was 
following established practice in dis- 
posing of property no longer useful 
to the Government, in view of the 
unique character of the property, and 
the interest displayed by stamp col- 
lectors, however, it was determined 
that other methods would be prefer- 
able in this instance.” 

SusAN B. ANTHONY 

As far as could be learned no date 
has been set for the ceremonies at- 
tending the first running of these new 
stamps. A number of the women’s 
organizations hope to attend the cere- 
monies. 

To many it will be a real surprise 
to learn the stamp is to be the size 
of the regular series therefore will be 
popular with business houses who 
will not buy the larger stamp. The 
official dimensions are 0.75 x 0.87 
inches and it is arranged vertically. 
Across the top of the stamp is the 
wording “U. S. Postage” in white 
letters on a dark background. The 
central design is a portrait of Susan 
B. Anthony looking to the left. In a 
panel at the bottom of the stamp are 
the words, “Suffrage for Women,” in 
white letters.

Editor Van Dahl of the Western 
Stamp Collector, attempts to argue 
a matter which was the basis of our 
editorial in our issue of July 25th 
and he frankly states that in the 
main, he agrees with us, yet he has to 
bring in that “IF.” 

Let us quote a couple paragraphs: 

“To make my point clear I need 
but to put one question which 
MUST be answered in the affirma- 
tive and which to my way of reason- 
ing kills any prospect to reason away 
the Farley imperfs as ‘incollectibles’ 
thus: 

“IF there had been no re-issue of 
the gift sheets, but the sheets in 
question had been cut up by the 
owners and used for postage or at- 
tempted to be used as postage, would 
the post office department have re- 
fused to recognize the stamps as valid 
for servicing letters to the addresses?” 

Mr. Van Dahl takes unfair ad- 
vantage by insisting that his question 
MUST be answered in the affirma- 
tive. We disagree with him. 

IF there had been no re-issue, cer- 
tain of the stamps if used on covers 
in the mails could not have been dis- 
tinguished from the regular issued 
varieties. We refer to the New- 
burgh, the lc Omaha souvenir sheet, 
etc. Thus these pieces would have 
passed out.

Straight From the Shoulder 


A Few Minutes with the Editor 


‘The imperforate Parks and such 
items would have doubtless been can- 
celled by the postal authorities. That, 
however, would not have obliged col- 
lectors to seek them as legitimate 
issues for if collectors will adopt the 
idea that a stamp to be a collectible 
variety must be issued and placed on 
sale at a postoffice for general use by 
the public, we will eliminate any such 
trash in the future. 

Perhaps Mr. Van Dahl will insist 
that a certain | penny British stamp 
which I have on cover, cancelled at 
New York and which carried a piece 
of printed matter to our office, is a 
United States stamp or that it was 
legitimately a British stamp used in 
America. Perhaps he will insist that 
a pair of $1.00 green Revenues of the 
1914 issue used on an envelope in 
place of two one cent stamps, makes 
these revenues “Postage Stamps.” 
Perhaps he will insist that the 2c 
1898 red Battleship revenues used on 
letters as 2c postage stamps, are post- 
age stamps. 

Certainly it is the right of stamp 
collectors to say and define what 
stamp collectors will collect and rec- 
ognize as postage stamps and if stamp 
collectors can not do this, but must 
accept anything and everything that 
leaks out of any printing plant or 
Government Printing Bureau, in the 
world, then we might as well prepare 
ourselves for a shameless licking. 


Mr. Van Dahl certainly must 
know from what he has read in the 
stamp papers, even though he may 


never have seen one of them, that 
there are several large frames of 
stamp prints which the Government 
has shipped about from city to city 
to make a stamp display. 

As stamp displays they rank along 
with the old bed and bureau which 
the New England lady pasted over 
with stamps as her stamp collection. 
Yet these monstrosities are made up 
of strips and blocks of unperforated, 
ungummed, prints from plates of va- 
rious recent issues of postage stamps. 
Any of these pieces if stolen from the 
frames would pass through the mail 
and pay postage just as the counter- 
feit 2c stamps have done prior to 
their discovery at three different 
times,

Photographs, ambrotypes, daguer- 
rotypes, or any sun pictures; upon 
each and every picture of which 
the retail price shall not exceed 
twenty-five cents, two cents duty; 
If exceeding 25c but not over 50c, 
3 cents. If exceeding 50c but not 
over $1.00, 5 cents. Over $1.00, 
for each $1.00 or fraction, 5 cents. 
No special stamps were provided. 
Daguerrotypes bearing stamps seem 
to he very scarce, and the writer has 
never seen a large photo bearing a 5c 
or any other stamp.
